ORANJESTAD - Differences 


and misunderstandings be¬ 
tween The Kingdom of The 
Netherlands and its largest 
neighbor, Venezuela have been 
settled. This happened after a 


blitz meeting in Caracas, upon 
the intervention of the Aruba 
Prime Minister Mike Eman 
and the Venezuelan consul on 
Aruba. 

Minister of Foreign Affairs 
of the Kingdom Maxine Ver¬ 
hagen met with his Venezuelan 
counterpart Nicolas Maduro 
Friday night. Verhagen was 
here for regulatory meetings 
with the Netherlands Antilles 
and Aruba government. His 
visit coincided with accusation 
of the Venezuelan government 
that a Dutch military aircraft, a 
helicopter of the Dutch Royal 
Marines, violated its airspace 
three times earlier this month. 
The Dutch Ministry of De¬ 
fense rejected the accusation 
and Minister Verhagen ex¬ 
plained the helicopter was fly¬ 
ing at all times in international 
airspace that was under the su¬ 


pervision of the Venezuelan air 
traffic controllers. This was 
also conveyed and shown to 
Venezuelan authorities on Fri¬ 
day night. 

Then there was the state¬ 
ment of President Hugo 
Chavez questioning how long 
the self-governing of Curagao, 
Bonaire and Aruba, right off 
the Venezuelan coast will re¬ 
main part of the Kingdom of 
the Netherlands. Chavez al¬ 
luded to colonialism and said 
he believed the islands one day 
will be independent. On 
Aruba, Maxine Verhagen re¬ 
jected the notion of colonial¬ 
ism and said that the islands 
are self governing, and except 
on defense and foreign affairs, 
make their own decisions. And 
their role in regional foreign 
affairs is imperative, he said on 
Friday, before the meeting

In addition to this, Vene¬ 
zuela also agreed upon ex¬ 
panding social/economic ties 
with its neighboring countries, 
and agreed to study the possi¬ 
ble construction of a natural- 
gas pipeline from Venezuela to 
Aruba, and expressed support 
for maintaining a cooperative 
relationship between Vene¬ 
zuela’s state oil company and 
oil refineries in Aruba and Cu¬ 
ragao.

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico —

TORREON, Mexico (AFP) - 
To cries of "Kill them all!" 
gunmen opened fire at a 
weekend fiesta yersterday, 
mowing down at least 17 
people in an attack that laid 
bare the brutality of Mexico's 
long-running drug war. 

A dozen people were also 
wounded as the killers 
sprayed more than 200 bul¬ 
lets indiscriminately at the 
private party outside Torreon, 
an industrial city in the north¬ 
ern state of Coahuila. 

Yesterday's attack brought 
the number of victims across 
the country, which has been 
blighted by drug-related vio¬ 
lence since President Felipe 
Calderon launched a 2006 
crackdown on the cartels, to 
at least 57 just in the past 


TITUSVILLE, Florida - As 
a combat pilot in World War 
II, George McGovern never 
had to bail out, but he’ll do 
that on his 88th birthday, the 
former U.S. presidential can¬ 
didate says. 

The longtime South 
Dakota senator and part-time 
Florida resident will make a 
tandem parachute jump today 
at a skydiving center in Ti¬ 
tusville, Florida.

Divers find 230-year-old 
champagne in Baltic 


shipwreck 


HELSINKI, Finland (AFP) - 
Divers have found bottles of 
champagne some 230 years 
old on the bottom of the Baltic 
which a wine expert described 
Saturday as tasting "fabulous." 

Thought to be premium 
brand Veuve Clicquot, the 30 
bottles discovered perfectly 
preserved at a depth of 55 me¬ 
ters (180 feet) could have been 
in a consignment sent by 
France’s King Louis XVI to 
the Russian Imperial Court. 

If confirmed, it would be by 
far the oldest champagne still 
drinkable in the world, thanks 
to the ideal conditions of cold 


and darkness. 

"We have contacted Moet 
& Chandon and they are 98 
percent certain it is Veuve 
Clicquot," the head of the div¬ 
ing team said, adding that a 
sample of the champagne has 
been sent to Moet & Chandon 
for their analysis. 

The group of seven Swedish 
divers made their find on July 
6 off the Finnish Aaland island, 
mid-way between Sweden and 
Finland, near the remains of a 
sailing vessel. The handmade 
bottle bore no label, while the 
cork was marked Juclar, from 
its origin in Andorra.

British FM says no BP involvement in 
Lockerbie release 


Don’t miss it!

LONDON (AFP) - British 
Foreign Secretary William 
Hague told his US counter¬ 
part this past weekend that 
there was no evidence linking 
the release of the Lockerbie 
bomber last year to a BP oil 
deal, amid mounting US con¬ 
cern. 

In a letter to US Secretary 
of State Hillary Clinton, 
Hague confirmed that 
Britain's new coalition gov¬ 
ernment believed it had been 
a "mistake” to free Abdel- 
baset Ali Mohmet al-Megrahi 
last August. 


But he insisted that the de¬ 
volved Scottish authorities 
who took the decision had 
acted properly — and rejected 
claims in the United States 
that oil giant BP had urged 
Megrahi's release to protect a 
lucrative oil deal with Libya. 

"There is no evidence that 
corroborates in any way the 
allegations of BP involve¬ 
ment in the Scottish Execu¬ 
tive's decision to release 
Megrahi on compassionate 
grounds in 2009, nor any sug¬ 
gestion that the Scottish Ex¬ 
ecutive decided to release 


Megrahi in order to facilitate 
oil deals for BP," Hague 
wrote to Clinton, in a letter 
released by the Foreign Of¬ 
fice. 

Megrahi, the only person 
convicted of the 1988 bomb¬ 
ing of a US jet over the Scot¬ 
tish town of Lockerbie in 
which 270 people were 
killed, was freed because he 
was thought to have just 
months to live. He is still 
alive in Libya. 

His release sparked out¬ 
rage in the United States, 
where most of the Lockerbie 
victims were from, and this 
has been renewed by the 
claims about BP, which is al¬ 
ready under fire over the Gulf 
of Mexico oil spill. 

A top US Senate commit¬ 
tee said this week it would 
hold a hearing into events 
leading up to Megrahi's re¬ 
lease, and Hague copied his 
letter to Clinton to committee 
chairman Senator John Kerry. 

He also said he had asked 
British ambassador to Wash¬ 
ington Nigel Sheinwald to 
"stay in close touch" with the 
panel to help with its investi¬ 
gations.

Digital Age presents 
new problems for 
historians 


Some of today's children 
will grow up to be Presidents, 
artistic luminaries and notori¬ 
ous criminals. A century from 
now, long after they have 
completed their noteworthy 
deeds, historians and biogra¬ 
phers will attempt to docu¬ 
ment their lives and times. 
And thanks to the shift from 
written to digital records, 
those scholars of a future past 
will face a challenge very dif¬ 
ferent from the job of con¬ 
temporary academics. 

Through Twitter, Face- 
book and email, a child in 
2010 will, over their life, pro¬ 
duce a body of writing that 
dwarfs the collected output of 
even the most prolific Found¬ 
ing Fathers such as John 
Adams and Thomas Jeffer¬ 
son. This volume will shift 
the problems of historical re¬ 
search from the archeological 
recovery of rare texts and let¬ 
ters to the process of sifting 
through vast fields of digital 
information that weave 
through legal gray areas of 
corporate and private owner¬ 
ship. 

"The problem we are 
going to face isn't the loss of 
literacy, or the end of electric¬ 
ity, but having too much in¬ 
formation," said John 
Unsworth, dean of the Uni¬ 
versity of Illinois' Library 
School. "It's the abundance 
problem, not the scarcity 
problem, that we should be 
focused on. There's very little 
that isn’t recorded [these 
days]. The big problem we're 
going to have is 'I know it's in 
there somewhere, but where 
is it?"’ 

Carved In Data 

Writing survives through 
the centuries either through 
inscription into a durable 
medium such as stone or ani¬ 
mal hide, or by proliferating 
so thoroughly that the odds 
favor one copy of a text per¬ 
sisting through time, 
Unsworth said. While emails 
and blog posts are not carved 
in stone, they spread more 
easily and numerously than 
any medium in human his¬ 
tory, all but ensuring their 
survival for discovery by fu¬ 
ture historians. 

"Digital information's best 
hope for survival is its re¬ 
markable capacity for prolif¬ 
eration. Even a single email 
message leaves copies and 
traces of itself on dozens of 
servers as it makes its way 
across the Internet from me to 
you," said Matthew 
Kirschenbaum, the associate 


director of the University of 
Maryland's Maryland Insti¬ 
tute for Technology in the 
Humanities. 

"Add in the potential for 
backup copies at each site, 
and you start to see what I 
mean. Once information is 
'on' the Web it's almost im¬ 
possible to completely ex¬ 
punge." 

Even though YouTube 
videos and instant messages 
seem more fleeting than illu¬ 
minated manuscripts or stone 
carvings, almost every bit of 
information passed over the 
Internet has been saved 
somewhere, by someone, 
said Howard Rosenbaum, an 
associate professor of infor¬ 
mation science at Indiana 
University in Bloomington's 
School of Library and Infor¬ 
mation Science. 

"When Gmail first got 
started, people didn't read 
their end user agreement, and 
they were shocked to realize 
even if they left Gmail, 
Google would still save their 
emails," said Rosenbaum. 
"Ebay has saved every trans¬ 
action that has ever taken 
place. They save everything." 

In addition to companies 
and individuals preserving 
digital information, institu¬ 
tions have also devoted them¬ 
selves to saving the immense 
volume of information on the 
Internet. 

The Internet Archive, a 
nonprofit founded in 1996, 
has saved almost every ver¬ 
sion of every publically ac¬ 
cessible webpage posted 
since its founding, Unsworth 
said. Similarly, the Library of 
Congress has teamed up with 
Twitter to save every Tweet. 

With that much material 
saved in so many places, the 
problem for future historians 
shifts from one of looking for 
rare bits of writing to one of 
mining huge stores of data. 

"We're going to need 
strategies to deal with lots of 
information, and they're 
going to be computational," 
said Unsworth. "The future 
historian will need to do 
some data mining." 

Solving the Abundance 
Problem 

As of last year, the Internet 
Archive has collected data at 
a rate of 3 Terabytes a day. 
For comparison, the entire 
book holdings of the Library 
of Congress, the largest li¬ 
brary in the world, only adds 
up to about 20 Terabytes, ac¬ 
cording to the Library of 
Congress.

Subaru Slaps 
In-Car Wi-Fi 
into its 2011 
Outback 

Subaru has announced that 
purchasers of its 2011 Out¬ 
back will be able to pick up 
an in-car Wi-Fi system as an 
$499 add-on (plus $35 acti¬ 
vation fee) to the car's 
$23,000 asking price. 

The 802.11 a/b/g hotspot 
runs on 2.5G and 3G cellular 
networks, powered by Au- 
tonet Mobile, giving drivers 
and passengers a Wi-Fi bub¬ 
ble throughout a fairly signif¬ 
icant chunk of the United 
States. 

Like most other wireless 
Internets services, however, 
Subaru's Mobile Internet isn't 
going to come free—nor un¬ 
limited. The company offers 
two standard access plans: 
$29 per month for one giga¬ 
byte of data or $59 per month 
for five gigabytes. 

There are no overage 
charges, however; Autonet 
Mobile merely throttles your 
bandwidth down at an in¬ 
creasing rate for every bit of 
data transferred beyond the 
limits of a given plan. 

The one-year service con¬ 
tract for Subaru's 2011 Out¬ 
back comes with the first free 
months free-of-charge before 
the service switches over to 
Autonet Mobile's standard 
rates.

HIV: Start treatment 
earlier, says panel 



VIENNA (AFP) - A major 
expert panel recommended 
ahead of the start of the world 
AIDS conference on Sunday 
that patients with HIV start 
antiretroviral drugs at an ear¬ 
lier stage of infection. 

Earlier initiation of the fa¬ 
mous combination of drugs 
that repress the human im¬ 
munodeficiency virus (HIV) 
can reduce long-term mortal¬ 
ity and sickness, the group 
said. 

International guidelines 
set down in 2006 by the UN's 
World Health Organisation 
(WHO) advised doctors to 
begin therapy when the pa¬ 
tient's count of CD4 cells — 
the key immune cells targeted 
by HIV — reaches 200 cells 
or less per microlitre of 
blood. 

This figure was raised by 
the WHO last year to 350 
CD4 cells per microlitre of 
blood, but may still be too 
cautious, the panel implies. 

It set out its recommenda¬ 
tions in a paper published by 
the Journal of the American 


Medical Association (JAMA) 
hours before the start of the 
six-day 18th International 
AIDS Conference. 

The group suggested that 
infected individuals be 
treated when they reached a 
threshold of 500 CD4 cells 
per microlitre or below, 
whether they have symptoms 
of AIDS or not. 

Therapy "should be con¬ 
sidered" for non-sympto- 
matic patients with more than 
500 cells per microlitre, it 
said, adding: "There is no 
CD4 cell count threshold at 
which initiating therapy is 
contra-indicated," or inadvis¬ 
able. 

Therapy is also recom¬ 
mended for patients who are 
pregnant, older than 60, are 
co-infected by hepatitis B or 
C and at high risk for cardio¬ 
vascular disease. 

The paper was headed by 
Melanie Thompson of the 
AIDS Research Consortium 
of Atlanta and chairwoman of 
the US branch of the Interna¬ 
tional AIDS Society (IAS). 

The panel, which included 
some of the biggest names in 
AIDS drugs research, looked 
at several investigations since 
2008 that have weighed the 
benefits of earlier treatment 
against the risks of side ef¬ 
fects from antiretrovirals. 

These probes have shown 
that HIV, by replicating un¬ 
challenged in the blood, has 
long-term implications for 
sickness and the death rate, 
said the paper. 

In addition, new antiretro¬ 
virals have come to the fore 
that have fewer side effects 
and are well-suited for initi¬ 
ating therapy, it said. 


Health Tip: What May Cause an Aneurysm? 


Aneurysm is the med¬ 
ical term for a bulging 
area of an artery that’s 
stretched out like a 
balloon. It occurs 
when the artery wall 
becomes weak or 
damaged.

* Having a genetic condition that weakens blood vessels.

Omega imbalance can make 
obesity ’inheritable’: study 



PARIS (AFP) - Overeating 
combined with the wrong 
mix of fats in one's diet can 
cause obesity to be carried 
over from one generation to 
the next, researchers in 
France reported Friday. 

Omega-6 and omega-3, 
both polyunsaturated fatty 
acids, are each critical to 
good health. 

But too much of the first 
and not enough of the second 
can lead to overweight off¬ 
spring, the scientists showed 
in experiments with mice de¬ 
signed to mirror recent shifts 
in human diet. 

Over the last four decades, 
the ratio of omega-6 to 
omega-3 in a typical Western 
diet has shifted from a 
healthy five-to-one to 15-to- 
one in much of Europe, and 
up to 40-to-one in the United 
States. 

In the breast milk of 
American women, the aver¬ 
age ratio has gone from six- 
to-one to 18-to-one. 

Earlier studies have estab¬ 
lished a link between such 
imbalances and heart disease. 


But "this is the first time 
that we have shown a trans- 
generational increase in obe¬ 
sity" linked to omega intake, 
said Gerard Ailhaud, a bio¬ 
chemist at the University of 
Nice-Sophia Antipolis and 
main architect of the study. 

"Omega six is like a fat- 
producing bomb," he told 
AFP by phone. 

Experts differ on whether 
obesity is more importantly 


due to the percentage of fat in 
one's diet or the sheer amount 
of calories consumed. 

The findings, published in 
the US-based Journal of 
Lipid Research, add yet an¬ 
other dimension to the de¬ 
bate, and could shed new 
light on the obesity epidemic 
that has swept across the 
globe, mainly in rich nations. 

They also suggest that per¬ 
sistence within families of 
health-threatening weight gain 

— while not genetic in origin - 

- may not be entirely due to 
environmental factors either. 

The link between omega 
imbalance and obesity "is 
probably epigenetic," said 
Ailhaud, referring to the 
complex process whereby the 
information in genes is trans¬ 
lated into chemical activity. 

"The genome and the DNA 
of the rodents has not been 
modified, but these factors can 
influence the way in which 
certain genes are expressed." 

Fat intake intake should be 
from polyunsaturated and 
monosaturated fats such as 
fish, nuts and vegetable oils 
rather than the saturated fats 
found in red meat and dairy 
products.

World pays tribute to Mandela at 92

JOHANNESBURG, South 
Africa (AFP) - Nelson Man¬ 
dela turned 92 yesterday as US 
President Barack Obama and 
other world leaders hailed the 
anti-apartheid icon's contribu¬ 
tion to global politics and the 
fight for human rights. 

"We are grateful to continue 
to be blessed with his extraor¬ 
dinary vision, leadership, and 
spirit,” Obama said in Wash¬ 
ington as an increasingly frail 
Mandela celebrated quietly 
with extended family at his 
home in Johannesburg. 

"We strive to build upon his 
example of tolerance, compas¬ 
sion and reconciliation,” said 
the US president. 

Former Zambian president 
Kenneth Kaunda was among 
the few invited guests who 
joined a private family gather¬ 
ing, Mandela's office said, 
adding that his grandchildren 
presented him with a three-tier 
cake and sang "happy birthday 
dear granddad.” 

"He is very well...he is 
healthy and taking into account 
the kind of life he had, it is re¬ 
ally heartening... he is getting 
old, he is getting frail but he is 


absolutely healthy, full of life, 
spirits high,” Mandela's wife 
Graca Machel told BBC. 

"We all gathered at home, 
sat around and gave him a lot 
of love,” said Machel. 

The occasion marked the 
first annual Nelson Mandela 
International Day. Ordinary 
people in South Africa and 
abroad have committed to de¬ 
voting 67 minutes of their time 
to community service, to mark 
the number of years Mandela 
spent in politics, an initiative 
backed by global figures like 


former US president Jimmy 
Carter and Martti Ahtisaari of 
Finland. 

A group of 30 bikers in¬ 
cluding Hollywood actor Mor¬ 
gan Freeman took a road-trip 
from Johannesburg to Cape 
Town, engaging in community 
service along the way, to mark 
the birthday. 

The group built a security 
fence at a center for people liv¬ 
ing with AIDS in the impove¬ 
rished Khayelitsha township, 
outside Cape Town.

How to write attention-grabbing, money

You must have the knowl¬ 
edge of the subject through 
personal experience, or do the 
research on the topic you want 
to write about. 

A lot of women are better at 
writing successful money 
making reports based on better 
ways of solving household 
problems. And a lot of men 
write better reports on money 
making and how to get greater 
pleasure from leisure time ac¬ 
tivities such as fishing, wood¬ 
working or other hobbies. 

The list of subjects you can 
write about is endless. 

But reports on how to make 
more money easier and faster 
are no more limited to male au¬ 
thors than expertise in cooking 
is limited to female authors. 
So, anyone and everyone can 
write a report. 

Write in a style similar to 


the reports you used to do 
when you were in school. Do 
you remember the theme pa¬ 
pers you used to have to re¬ 
search, outline and write for 
your final exam? 

Be factual and most impor¬ 
tant, be clear. Know your 
reader and use the kind of lan¬ 
guage they expect you to use.

It just means that in writing

But believe me, every¬ 
thing flows smoother, with a 
lot less rewrite involved, and 
the finished product is always 
much better when you’ve out¬ 
line what you want to say be¬ 
fore you start. 

In Part 2, I’ll continue on 
reports and how you can gen¬ 
erate a constant flow of cus¬ 
tomers, beating a path to your 
door.

Report: BP 
oil spill 

LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Oil giant BP could split itself 
up by scaling back its US op¬ 
erations and selling refineries 
and petrol stations in the 
wake of the Gulf of Mexico 
oil spill, Britain's Sunday 
Times newspaper reported. 

The troubled British-based 
firm is facing a battle to re¬ 
build its reputation following 
the worst environmental dis¬ 
aster in US history, which 
may now have been con¬ 
tained following the capping 
of a ruptured oil well. 

Directors of the firm are at 


an early stage of canvassing 
shareholders about possible 
options, which include 
increasing the amount of in- 
house engineering which 
takes place, rather than out¬ 
sourcing it, the paper said. 

”BP seems to have ac¬ 
cepted that it will be a smaller 
business. It is prepared to 
consider anything,” an 
unidentified investor told the 
Sunday Times. 

Some investors are also 
now reportedly considering 
whether chief executive Tony 
Hayward, who faced heavy 


criticism for a series of public 
relations blunders during the 
crisis, could stay on, despite 
previous calls for him to quit. 

The Mail yesterday re¬ 
ported that BP's board would 
meet Thursday to decide on 
the first in a series of asset 
sell-offs. 

BP has so far spent at least 
3.5 billion dollars dealing 
with the spill, and compensa¬ 
tion claims could eventually 
cost 10 times that amount. 

A spokesman for the firm 
declined to comment.

Here 
are her thoughts on ghost sto¬ 
ries. Arubans love their scary 
stories; ghost stories go back 
many generations, and some 
people have their own tales of 
the weird and unexplained. 
When I was little and we had 
no TV on Aruba, our parents 
would tell us stories as a 
warning; “be careful-espe- 
cially around the sea and at 
night!” Some of the old peo¬ 
ple say, because we are sur¬ 
rounded by the sea, over the 
years many have drowned. 
They claim you will see more 
ghosts in the water than you 
will on land. 

“Franse Pas” - Passe 
Francese-Frenchmen’s Pass, is 
so very dark at night; people 
driving through there swear 
they have seen balls of fire, 
heard strange noises, and had 
their car stall and then start all 
by itself. Here it is told French 
pirates took a stand, and also

the Indians who inhabited the 
island hid in the caves from the 
Spanish who would enslave 
them. They fought and died 
there for their freedom, so who 
knows who may still be still no 
be there, not able to find their 
final rest? 

I know they have found re¬ 
mains at Indian burial grounds 
in many places. Very recently, 
while fixing the road to San 
Nicolas, they found many 


skeletons all in one place, six 
or seven, I think. They called 
in the archeologists from our 
museum to examine them, 
and once they were able to 
date them to prehistoric times, 
they closed up the road and 
left them in place. Imagine, 
we drive over that spot every 
day! I know also near the Nat¬ 
ural Bridge near Boc’i B’rit a 
few years ago, the bones of a 
drowned sailor buried more 
than 120 years ago were ex¬ 
posed by a big storm; all the 
crew of the shipwreck next to 
that rough coast are buried 
there, looking out to sea, as 
that is how they buried sailors 
in those days. 

Over the centuries, many 
people have been buried on 
Aruba outside of graveyards; 
that only came with the 
churches. So, it can be very in¬ 
teresting and exciting to go in 
search of the night blooming 
cactus, you never know what 
you might see or hear!

KAMPUNG BERTANG 
LAMA, Malaysia (AFP) - Just 
a few hours from the glittering 
Malaysian capital is a pitiful 
scene of hungry children and 
desperate parents, in an indige¬ 
nous village home to the "for¬ 
gotten Malaysians." 

Naked youngsters with the 
tell-tale signs of malnourish- 
ment - bulging stomachs and 
brown tinged hair — sit list¬ 
lessly in a hut, while others 
cling to their mothers as they 
suckle milk. 

Welcome to Bertang Lama 
village, home of some of 
Malaysia’s Semai people, an 
indigenous tribe mired in 
poverty and struggling to adapt 
as the multicultural nation 
races towards modernity. 

The village, which houses 
about 300 people, is located 
close to Cheroh, a small town 
in central Pahang that sits 
along the Titiwangsa moun¬ 
tains which form the backbone 
of Peninsula Malaysia. 

The Semai, once nomadic 
but now largely settled, are 
seeking recognition of their 
traditional land rights as well 
as basic needs — piped water, 
electricity, medicine, education 
and tarred roads. There is little 
food in the village where fam¬ 
ilies live a subsistence life, 
hunting and gathering to trade 
in jungle products like rattan 
and agarwood. 

Neither is there much 
money, as the forest they de¬ 
pend on is fast being depleted 
of its resources thanks to de¬ 
forestation caused by logging, 
and the rapid expansion of rub¬ 
ber and palm oil plantations. 

There are an estimated 
45,000 Semai in Peninsula Ma¬ 
laysia, among some 150,000 in¬ 
digenous people divided among 
19 linguistic groups who live 
on the country’s mainland. 

Colin Nicholas, coordinator 
of the Center for Orang Asli 
Concerns, said the people of 
Bertang Lama and others like 
them have become "the forgot¬ 
ten and invisible Malaysians." 

Nicholas said the Semai 
played a valuable role in the 
British offensive against com¬ 
munist insurgents in the 1950s 
due to their stealth and track¬ 
ing skills, but are now seen as 
irrelevant. 

"Come elections, ruling 
party politicians make pro¬ 
mises in exchange for votes 
but after that they renege on 
their words. Because of their 
small population, they are ea¬ 
sily ignored by the govern¬ 
ment," he told AFP. 

"The indigenous people 
have been pushed to the brink. 
Their situation will only get 
worse. After nearly 53 years of 


independence, the government 
is in a state of denial." 

Not all Semai or Orang Asli 
people are impoverished, and 
some communities, particu¬ 
larly those located closer to 
urban infrastructure, have done 
much better in terms of educa¬ 
tion, employment and health. 

But the plight of Bertang 
Lama village was highlighted 
when Lim Ka Ea, an executive 
officer with the Malaysian Bar 
Council visited recently and re¬ 
counted her shock at the scene 
there in a newspaper article. 

"The Orang Asli have been 
regarded as invisible by many 
people," she told AFP. "What 
we do see in them is their 
’primitive’ form of lifestyle and 
the entrenched stereotype that 
they serve no purpose to the 
advancement of our nation ex¬ 
cept to make our tourism ad¬ 
vertisements look exotic and 
attractive." 

In the village, 11-year-old 
Jolisa returns home from the 
forest, armed with a machete 
and a bamboo basket on her 
back as she skips along with 
three other barefoot friends. 

"We went looking for wild 
vegetables," she says. 

"Yes I would like to go to 
school if there was one in our 
village," she replies with a 
smile to a visitor's question. 

Nearby, inside a dilapidated 
hut, a naked two-year-old child 
with mucus dripping from his 
nose and an expressionless 
face holds a bowl containing 
only mashed tapioca, a flavor¬ 
less starch, for his breakfast. 

The chidren are mostly illit¬ 
erate, and mostly hungry as 
their families can only provide 



them with vegetables and tapi¬ 
oca sourced from the jungle. 

The village is located just 
11 kilometers (seven miles) 
from a main road but it is a te¬ 
dious drive along an unsealed 
logging track. 

"We sell rattan, bamboo 
and agarwood sourced from 
the forest. But it is hard to find 
them now," says Yoke Ham, a 
47-year-old father of 12 chil¬ 
dren who says his ancestors 
settled here hundreds of years 
ago. "The average income per 
month is less than 300 ringgit 
(94 dollars)," he adds, as cry¬ 
ing babies drown out the chirp 
of insects. 

Prime Minister Najib 
Razak, who is striving for 
Malaysia to achieve devel¬ 
oped-nation status by 2020, 
earlier this month assured all 
Malaysians that no one will be 
left behind. 

"I promise you, as prime 
minister I will be fair to every¬ 
body. We will help all commu¬ 
nities to move forward. We 
will make Malaysia a high-in- 
come country," he said.

He was the fourth player 
from his country to win the 
world's oldest and most pres¬ 
tigious tournament after 
Bobby Focke, Gary Player 
and Ernie Els and though he 
knows little of the former, 
who died in 1987, the two 
others have been bending his 
ear. 

Els, the Open winner at 
Muirfield in 2002 and who 
has been fundamental 
through his foundation in 
nurturing young South 
African talent like Oost¬ 
huizen, called him on Satur¬ 
day to give him his advice. 

It seemed to work and the 
"Big Easy" was beside him¬ 
self with pleasure at his pro¬ 
tege's win. 

"I thought long before 


anybody had heard of him 
that he ws going to be an ex¬ 
ceptional player," he said. 

He has shot an absolutely 
stunning 57 at Mossel Bay 
(his home course) which will 
neither be equalled nor bet¬ 
tered. You have something 
special when you do that." 

On Sunday morning, it 
was the turn of Player, who 
won three Open titles in three 
different decades from the 
1950s. 

"We had a little chat. It 
was nice. He spoke in my 
home language, Afrikaans," 
said Oosthuizen.
